Al- 
ready the cheering has commenced, and 
the fool friends of the various candidates 
are wearing out their voices before the 
fight is really on. 

The Field Against Cleveland. 

It is now the field against Cleveland, 
and the anti-Cleveland men are predicting 
with a great show of contidence that the 
ex-president will not be the nominee. 
They still acknowledge that he will have 
votes to the nu.nber of 500, or fhereabout, 
on the first ballot, but are.very confident 
that he will never be able to secure the 
additional number to bring about his 
nomination. - 

Secretaries Fairchild, Whitney aid Von 
M. Dickenson are on the tield, mauaging 
the Cleveland campaign. ‘Iheir lieuten- 
ants are filling the hotel lobbies 7¢lling

They Are Uncomfortable.

egations and talk to them collectively or 
separately. ‘They will show that Cleve- 
land cannot possibly carry the state, and 
that Hill can. ‘hey will declare that Hill 
is the safest man for the democrats to 
nominate, because his election would be 
certain; but they will likewise state that 
there are other men whose names have 
been mentioned, who can carry the state 
of New York. ‘This work, they believe, 
will be effective, and the ‘Tammany peo- 
ple yet believe that Senator Hill stands 
a better chance of getting the nomination 
than any other candidate; but they are 
not so wedded to Hill that if a ma- 
jority of the convention want Gorman or 
Boies, or some other western man, that 
they would not go to him. ‘hey declare 
that, above all things, they want a. demo- 
cratic president, but that no man who 
cannot carry New York can expect to be 
elected. 
Coquetting with New York. 

The Boies boomers have been coquet- 
ting with the New Yorkers today in the 
hope that they may be led to see their 
choice in the lowa governor later on.

The Battle Will Be Cleveland Against th 
Field. 


Chicago, June 17.—Battling for the dem- 
ocratic nomination has not yet fairly begun. 
A shot or two from the picket lines of the 
advancing forces is all that has been heard 
so far in Chicago. Troops, however, are 
on the way, and Saturday the struggle 
will be fierce enough. 

Reviewing the Field. 

As usual, the curious American mind 
is looking eagerly forward to the close of 
the conflict and endeavoring to judge the 
result too early for speculation. but it 
is not too early to scan the field to note 
the disposition and strength of the forces 
marching hitherward, and while the air 
is measurably clear, to point out whose 
engagements are likely to be most_signifi- 
cant and decisive. It is obvious that the 
conflict is to be one of Cleveland against 
the field. It is obvious, also, that the key 
to the situation is, in a large measure, 
held by the state of New York, and by the 
great delegation which is to represent it 
here. 


The Cleveland Pians. 

The Cleveland plan of campaign is per- 
fect in its outlines. The arrival of ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild caused 
it to be disclosed in all its details. The 
reverses which the Cleveland people have 
met in Ohio and Arkansas show that the 
plan might be lacking in some features, 
but supporters of the ex-president are sure 
that everything will go through about as 
they have mapped it out. From now on 
more of them will be found willing to ad- 
mit that Cleveland has less than 500 votes 
in sight. e tables which have been 
iven out by the Cleveland leaders in New 
York, and which were distributed in Chi- 
cago yesterday, have been skillfully put 
together so as to show 500 votes, making 
allowances for various ifts. For in- 
stance, in one of the tables Illinois’ forty- 
eight votes are cfedited to Palmer. and 
still 500 are figured up for Cleveland. In 
another table the forty-eight Illinois dele 
gates are put down for Cleveland, but the 
total still shows only 500, allowance being 
made in this tabulation for some doubtful 
delegates in the southern states which had 
heretofore been claimed for the ex-presi- 
dent. 


THAT NECESSARY TWO-THIRDS 


is the Great Objective Point of the Cleve- 
land Men. 

Chicago, June 17.—The managers of 
Cleveland’s campaign know that the oppo- 
sition is bending itself to the single pur- 
pose of keeping one-third of the delegates 
absolutely against Cleveland, with the idea 
that by a solid column of this sort increases 
may be made, which will divide the strength 
pretty evenly. To offset this, their efforts 
ure directed to showing 7 500 votes which 
can be held together on all the ballots. 

A Waiting Game.

GORMAN GROWING. 


The Senator Reaches Chicago in 
Person. 


HE IS A VERY QUIET MAN 


And Has Nothing to Say to the 
Press Reporters, 


BUT HE HAS ACTIVE FRIENDS 


Who Will See to It That No Chance for 
His Promotion Is Lost—He Will 
Be Voted For. 


Chicago, IIL, June 17.—The German 
movement, about which so much has Heen 
said by the press, received new impetus 
this afternoon by the arrival of Senator 
Gorman, who came to the Palmer house 
about 2 o'clock. With him was a party 
of Maryland delegates, Messrs. Compton, 
Brown, Gwynn and Hunt. The senator 
fiatly refused to discuss the political situ- 
ation. ie 

“I do not know anything about ff,” he 
said. “Il have just arrived in the city and 
I have had no time to look over the 
ground.” 

“Your name is being used, especially 
among southern delegations very freely, 
senator, aS a candidate for the presi- 
dency.” 

“You must know that I cannot help 
that. They should not take my name in 
vain. Nobody has been authorized to 
say anything for me, but this is all beside 
the question. I cannot help what peuple 
will say, but 1 can help saying anything 
about myself when I have nothing to say.” 

“Do you believe Cleveland will be nom- 
inated ?’’ | 

“Il think so. But really 1 cannot dis- 
cuss that or any other question until I 
have some facts before me.” 

Governor Brown Talks. 

Governor Browm of Maryland, con- 

fessed to somewhat more information. 
_ “There is,” he said, “a strong friendli- 
ness for Cleveland in Maryland as every- 
body knows; but our delegation comes 
to Chicago uninstructed and if we see 


] a reasonable chance to nominate our fav- 


orite son, our people would expect us to 
do our duty. All of that, however, is 
in the future. Gorman’s name will not 
be used to prevent or forward the name 
of any candidate. Naturally we would 
wish to see Gorman made president cf 
the United States, but we are asking 
nothing and propose nothing. ‘lhe safest 
thing for “you to say is that Maryieat Fas 
no candidate and that her delegates are 
here to council with the democcrucy of the 
country upon the question of who should 
be the nominee.”’ 

In the meantime it is evident that a great 
deal of work is being done for Gorman, 


chiefly, perhaps, from the New York head-’ 


quarters. 
All Talking About Gorman. 


M. J. Niblack, late speaker of the Indiana 
house of representatives, said: ‘Yes, you 
can hear Gorman talk all over the place. 
The senator is certainly a possibility, but 
the time is not ripe to bring him forward 
yet, and I think that his friends: will prob- 
ably suppress the boom until after the first 
ballot shall have cleared the air and showed 
us where we stand. ‘There are really two 
parties behind that movenent. One sin- 
cerely anxious to make Gorman president; 
the other sincerely anxious that somebody 
else shall not be president. If the two 
can combine it will become a very serious 
factor in the convention, but they have 
not combined yet. Yo can see the same 
two forces at work for Gray, for Morrison 
and for others who have been named. I 
shall not make up my mind as to what 
is going to happen until I see how far 
Cleveland falls behind the necessary two- 
thirds cn the first ballot.” 

Tammany Keady to Help. 

Not enough delegations are on hand to 
make missionary work worth the trouble 
of organizing and pushing, but it seems tw 
be understood at the Cleveland headquar- 
ters that either Ggrman, Boies, Morrison, 
Palmer or Russell will get the necessary 
help from the Tammany directors to en- 
courage their supporters to continue the 
fight. In other words, with much better 
organization, the same campaign is to be 
repeated in Chicago which was made in 
Minneapolis, with the difference that Har- 
rison had to have half the delegates, while 
Cleveland must get two-thirds of them. 
Neither Gorman himself nor any of his 
closest friends will admit for a moment 
that he is a candidate, but the fact remains 
that about the corridors of the Palmer 
house and the Grand Pacific today Gor- 
man’s name was being discussed on every 
hand. So much so, indeed, that in some 
quarters a spirit of opposition was aroused 
and the senator’s position on the tariff was 
made the subject of several acrimonious 
and heated debates.

The First Ballot,

THE SENTIMENT FOR CLEVELAND. 


It Seems to Be General, but Is There Enough 
of It? 

Chicago, June 17.—The arrival of a num- 
ber of delegates from different sections of 
the country today helped the Cleveland 
campaigners aud showed that from all 
parts f£ the country there was a popular 
sentiment favorable to Cleveland, but the 
arriving delegates were not in sufficient 
numbers for the crystallization necessary to 
weigh probabilities that this sentiment 
would be strong enough to secure a two 
thirds vote for Cleveland.

BALFOUR ON THE GENERAL ELECTIONS, 


He Announces That It Will Be Some | 
Weeks Yet 


BEFORE PARLIAMENT WILL BE NO MORE. 


The Statement Makes the Opposition An 
gry, but Balfour’s Reason tor Pro- 
longation Is Given. 


London, June 17.—(Copsright 1892 by 
New York Associated Press.)}—Another ef- 
fort to get the government to fix the exact’. 
date of the dissolution of parliament was 
baffled in the house of commons tonight by 
Balfour’s~ courteous but resolute explana- 
tion that business, even if it was expedited 
in the house of lords as in the house of 
commons, would not permit of dissolution 
before June 29th or 30th. 

This statement was somewhat at variance 
with the statement made last Monday by 
Balfour, when he said that parliament would 
be dissolved on a date between June 19th 
and June 25th. The opposition, though 
forced to admit the reasonablenéss of Bal- 
four’s contention that the house of lords 
ought to have decent time to deal with 
measures already passed by the house of 
commons, raged over the delay, although 
a precident, which was on the side of the 
government, made its position impregnable. 
' Henry Labouchere in moving to adjourn, 
with the view to assailing Balfour, brought 
the whole opposition to their feet in support 
of the motion. 

Mr. Gladstone, who had set the ball roll- 
ing by opening the question on Balfour, and 
knew the futility of an attack on this line, 
sat obviously furhing, but he kept silent. 
Balfour maintained his reserve and the Iib- 
erals obtained no information more definite 
than that the government would fix the 
date of dissolution at a time suitable to the 
business of the house and especially suita- 
ble to conservative convenience.

AN ABLE OFFICER'S EXCELLENT WORK. 


The Daily Routine of Camp Life and the 
Incidents Which Lend Attraction 
to Martial Existence, 


Camp Northen, June 17.—(Special.)—An- 
other day of camp life has come and gone, 
with the soldiers in camp, and it has been an- 
other day of hard work for them, and one 
which has added to their knowledge of mili- 


tary. duties. 

It has been a day of regular routine duty, 
but that routine revealed a good many things

Captain Smith per- 
formed all his duties in just this quiet way, 
and for this reason has greatly endeared him- 
self to the Georgia soldiers.

SOMETHING NEW. 


The First Jewish Writ of Divorce Ever 
: Issued in Georgia. en 

Macon, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—A Jew- 
ish writ of divorce, which is something 
never seen before in the state of Georgia, 
will be issued next Sunday by Dr. Farber. 
The circumstances of the case are as fol- 
lows: A few months ago a Jew named Sam 
Cohen came to this country and located in 
Monticello. He came from Copenhagen, 
Denmark, where he deserted his wife. After 
his departure from Copenhagen, his wife 
sued for a divorce in the courts of Copen- 
hagen and obtained it under the law of that 
country. But that was not sufficient. The 
canons of the Jewish church require a re- 
ligious as well as a legal divorce before 
a person already married can be married 
again. 

Mrs. Cohen, cognizant of this fact, told 
her story to the chief rabbi of poy ty 
who wrote the entire circumstances to Dr. 
Farber, of this city, and asked him to ob- 
tain the consent of Mr. Cohen, and issue 
the religious writ of divorce. The doctor 
obtained through correspondence the con- 
sent of Mr. Cohen and next Sunday the writ 
will be issued. 

For several reasons. the issuing of this 
document will be very interesting. 

The canons of the church provide that 
the document must be wrtten in the Ora- 
maic language, and this in itself is a nov- 
elty to the people of this country. The fact 
that this is the first document of the kind 
ever issued in Georgia also adds interest 
to the issuing of it. 

As soon as the writ is issued it will be 
forwarded to Mrs. Cohen, and she will be 
legally and religiously free from her pres- 
ent husband. 

Dr. Farber has authority to issue the doc- 


‘ument in that any rabbi has the power 


to do so under the laws of the church.

The Empty Bottle. 

Day before yesterday afternoon she se- 
cured a vial of laudanum at a neighbor- 
ing drug store. What followed was told 
in yesterday’s Constitution. 

She took the liquid to her room and, un- 
corking the vial, drank its deadly con- 
tents. 

A few minutes afterwards she was found 
in deep agony, holding the empty and tell- 
tale bottle in her hand. 

All the afternoon the families of her 
sons, and of her daughter, Mrs. William- 
son, watched by her bedside, and two 
physicians did all in their power to relieve 
her sufferings. 

But from the very first moment they saw 
her, they knew that the poisonous dose she 
had swallowed would prove fatal.

DEATH OF JUDGE MANDEVILLE. 


An Aged and Honored Citizen Passes Peace- 
fully Away. 


Carroliton, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—At 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon Judge Appleton Mande- 
ville died peaceably at his home. He re- 
tained the use of his mental faculties until 
death. He was over ninety years old and was 
ene of our oldest as well as one of the most 
useful and honored citizens, His liberality 
and enterprise will be missed, as for sixty 
years he has been prominently identified with 
all progress and impruvement in our town 
and county. 

In the death of Mr. Appleton Mandeville 
Carroliton and Carroll county loses one of 
the oldest and best citizens. Not only is the 
name of Appleton Mandeville familiar in 
Carroll but in all of western Georgia. He 
was a pioneer citizen of Carroll and has been 
one of the most important factors in building 
up the county. 

Not only has Carrollton lost a good citizen, 
but the Presbyterian church has lost a de- 
vout and consistent member. He joined the 
church over twenty years ago and up toa 
few months ago, his seat was never vacant 
during the weekly services, although he was 
of the advanced age of four-score and ten. 

When Mandeville came to Carroll county 
there was no Carrollton, but he settled where 
the flourishing town is now and began to fol- 
low his chosen profession, merchandising, and 
for forty years his wares were bought by the 
aoa of Carroll and the half-dozen adjoin- 
ng counties. 

Mr. Mandeville was a true democrat and 
the large democratic majority of Carroll is 
due to his wise counsels and talks for the 
party of the ple. He has filled numerous 
offices of. public trusts with entire satisfaction 
to his large constituency. Hon. Leon P. Man- 
deville, one of the best-known men in the 
fourth congressional district and known all 
over Georgia, is a son of the honored § de- 
ceased. . r. C. Mandeville, one of 
the richest and most prosperous merchants 
of this city.

Mr. Mandeville was born in New York Feb- 
ruary 20, 1802. At twenty-one years of age 
he moved to Georgia, doing business, first in 
Clarke county, then in Pike, moving in 1833 
to Carroll. In*August, 1835, he visited Ver- 
mont, where he met a little black-eyed beauty 
of nineteen years, whom the fates had de- 
creed to be his bride.

Mr. Leech reviews the monetary history 
of the last nineteen years and shows very 
clearly that the true cause of the decline 
in silver was the series of demonetizing 
acts by Germany, the Latin Union,, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark and Russia. It 
all began, when Germany, after the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war, having to 
form a monetary system, adopted the gold 
standard and demonetized over a million 
marks of silver coin. That coin was melt- 
ed and taken to France and other coun- 
tries of the Latin Union to be recoined 
at the ratio of 151-2 to1. The French, 
despising their conquerors, made an out- 
cry at what they called “the cast-off 
German silver.” The action of Germany 
in demonetizing silver coin had thrown on 
the market a vast quantity equal to four 
times the year’s supply of the world. The 
subsequent action of the Latin Union 
cut off the demand very largely. ‘Thus, 
while the supply of silver was suddenly 
quadrupled by the action of Germany, the 
demand was suddenly reduced by the 
action of France. The action 
of two unfriendly governments 
on different sides of the market, formed 
the upper and the nether Millistone be 
tween which the price of silver fell. The 
action of other European states soon 
afterwards, and of Kussia in 1876, and of 
the United States in 1873, still further 
reduced the monetary use of silver. By 
afr unhappy coincidence, the reports of 
the discovery of silver mines in Nevada 
came at the time when Germany demon- 
etized four years’ supply; but the actual 
increase of production did not come until 
1878—five years later. Mr. Leech gives 
the world’s production of silver from 1873 
to 1891 and that for 1877 was less than 
that for 1873. This statement is sup- 
ported by the English royal commission, 
which we have often quoted. 

In commenting on the evil results of a 
single gold standard, Mr. Leech makes 
this weighty utterance: 

If the experience of the last nineteen years 
has proven anything, it is that the value of 
gold and silver depends upon the monetary 
use made of them. The experience of the 
first seventy years of this century has dem- 
onstrated that both metals can be used as 
money with greater stability of values than 
one alone. * * * If gold isto be the sole 
money of the world, not only will this exten- 
sion of business and of foreign investments 
be seriously crippled, but the immense fabric 
of credit, already top-heavy, is liable to tot- 
ter. Where is the gold to come from when 
the states of Europe now having a paper 
standard resume specie payments? * * * 
Eventually the embarrassments arising from 
the attempt to use one metal alone as the 
measure of value and one medium of exchange 
will become so intolerable that commercial 
nations mav find it to their advantage to join 
the United States in the demonetization of 
silver. Let us hope that such will be the case. 
It is worth the effort and the .United States, 
with its great natural and accumulated wealth, 
occupies a commanding position in pressing 
it upon the attention of Burope. 

These arguments and others presented 
by the mint director have been often 
urged Dy The Constitution. They are 
nothing new to our readers and we quote 
them only to show how inevitably a well- 
informed man is brought to these conclu- 
sions so soon as he is in a position 
to take the question up fairly and give 
it full and candid consideration. 


The Situation in New York. 

The New York World has recently 
sounded the New York delegation to Cht- 
cago with respect to their attitude in the 
event of Mr. Cleveland’s nomination. 
These delegates, together with all the 
leading democrats whose views have been 
obtained, do not hesitate to say that they 
would support Mr. Cleveland, and The 
World concludes from this that Mr. Cleve- 
land would have no difficulty in carrying 
the state. 

On the other hand, Mr. Kdward Mur- 
phy, one of the delegates at large, and 
chairman of the state committee, declares 
that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
would destroy the regular democratic or- 
ganization in the cities of the state and in 
the state itself. We printed yesterday 
morning the report of Chairman Murphy’s 
interview with a reporter of the Associ- 
ated Press, and the statements which 
he makes are of the utmost interest to 
the south. 

He says that the fight in New York 
is not a Hill and Cleveland contest, but 
a protest against Mr. Cleveland pure and 
simple, and he declares that those who 
are opposing the ex-president and the 
elements which have made him their 
leader, are fighting for the life of the 
party, and that this fight would be made 
if Hill had never been heard of. 

it is too late now to discuss these mat- 
ters, and we do not refer to them now 
for that purpose. But the stake which 
Georgia and the whole south have in the 
outcome of the campaign gives a peculiar 
interest to Chairman Murphy’s state 
ments. 

If Mr. Cleveland is nominated we think 
it will be to the interest of the New York 
democrats to smother their feelings and 
give him their support on the patriotic 
ground that it is better to save the party 
than to sacrigce an individual. ‘hat 
ought to be the feeling of every democrat. 


Sound and Fury in Politics. 

The practical politician, especially when 
he is a delegate to a nominating conven- 
tion, must be positive and plausible, and 
if he cannot be plausible he must by 
all means be loud. 

Look at the recent conventions, includ- 
ing the last one at Minneapolis. The 
merits of men and policies cut a very 
insignificant figure in those assemblages, 
but the delegates and the visiting clubs 
made almost superhuman efforts to out- 
yell each other. 

Argument is nowhere. It was exhaust- 
ed before this generation saw the. light. 
Men flee from it and stop their ears; it 
fatigues the public capacity and makes 
people tired. Why waste time in obtain- 
ing information, when misinformation 
roared through brazen lungs will hit the 
convention right in its midst, as it were? 

At Minneapolis it was a campaign of 
noise, and at Chicago the tumultuous 
horror of the din will probably crack the 
outer of space.

The way the water came down at

And yet amidst all this confusion it 
is doubtful whether many delegates will 
lose their heads and go wrong. It is so 
very generally admitted that booming 
methods in politics deceive nobody that 
people may well wonder why they are 
adopted. The blatant enthusiasm inject- 
ed into conventions is merely a part of 
the accessories, and takes its place along 
with the brass bands and banners. Some- 
times one man gets most of the shouts 
while another gets most of the votes. 

The concert is about to begin, and for 
the next few days Chicago will be be 
tween Tammany and trouble—in a flurry 
of fuss and feathers—in a noisy chaos, 
out of which will come order and organ- 
ized victory.

Possible but Not Probable. 


In a superficial discussion of the third 
party movement The Chicago Inter Ocean 
betrays some slight uneasiness. 

It expresses the opinion that if the new 
party should carry one or more republican 
states in the northwest it would perhaps 
make it impossible for a presidential can- 
didate to receive a majority of the elec- 
toral votes and the election would then be 
thrown into the house which would of 
course elect a democrat. 

Now, the two great parties are sup- 
posed to be so evenly divided that if the 
third party carried even one state it might 
throw the election into the house. This 
is not likely to occur, but The Inter Ocean 
recognizes the possibility of such an un- 
welcome development and is tempted to 
talk about it. 

Down this way where the third party 
has been duly sized up people feel abso- 
lutely certain that it will not carry even 
one state. All that it can do is to play 
into the hands of the republicans in pos- 
sibly North Carolina, but in no other 
southern state. The presidential election 
will be decided by the electoral vote, and 
the democrats will need every singie state 
embraced in their calculations, unless 
Delaware may be an exception. They 
cannot afford to lose New York by fac- 
tional dissensions, nor North Carolina by 
defections caused by the third party. 

We must have this year a solid south 
and a solid democracy. 


This Is Too Black. 

Commenting on the recent killing of 
Alderman Gilreath, at Greenville, by Sul- 
livan, The Charleston News and Cour- 
{fer says that, according to the report, 1t 
adds another unprovoked murder to the 
rapidly lengthening roll of such crimes in 
its blood-drenched state.. 

Our contemporary claims that this is 
one of hundreds of similar recent occur- 
rences, and takes it for granted that Sulll- 
van will be acquitted, as hundreds of men 
in the state in his position have been ac- 
quitted before him. ‘The point is made that 


most of these murders are unprovok- 
ed and cowardly. Week after week men 
are killed who have committed no offense 
that would warrant even an angry blow. 
This is true of nine homicides out of ten 
in South Carolina. The men who are kill- 
ed these days are killed without cause. 
The News and Courier then proceeds to 
make such a remarkable arraignment of 
South Carolina that we reproduce the 
following paragraphs: 

And not only are the killings wholly un- 
provoked and unjustifiable in the greater num- 
ber of instances. They are as cowardly in 
character as they are unprovoked. It is rare- 
ly—so rarely that out of all the number of 
killings reported in recent years we cannot 
recall a single instance—that we hear of a 
man being killed in a fair fight, or in a fight 
of any kind. The slayer usually comes off with- 
out a scratch. The rule is that he shoots his 
victim without warning, without giving him 
a chance to defend himself, and excuses his 
crime in the courthouse to a jury of _ his 
“peers’’—save the mark!—by the plea that his 
victim ‘‘made a motion as if to draw a pistol.” 

It is a familiar pretext and a successful 
one, the only drawback to its merit being, in- 
deed, that the victim is usually found not to 
have had a pistol, and it is to be assumed that 
he would not have pretended to have one 
in his circumstances. The dead are dumb, 
however, and the murderer tells the story 
for both—he acted strictly on the defensive. 
There have not been, we believe, a dozen 
homicides in South Carolina since the war, 
in which the slayer was a white man, that the 
plea was not made and allowed that the un- 
armed man who was killed was acting on the 
offensive, and the man with the revolver was 
protecting himself from violence. 

These things tell their own story—and it 
is told in blood. The number of killings is 
multiplying instead of diminishing, and as 
we have pointed out they are becoming more 
murderous, more cold-blooded, in character. 
Men kill whom they please with as little com- 
punction as they would kill a dog, and with 
but little more risk to themselves. It is a 
hard saying, but it is true. 

We need not shut our eyes or our mouths 
to our condition. It is known of all men, 
and they avoi. our soil as they would a 
desert. We must work a change somehow 
and soon, or it will become worse than a 
desert. 

We cannot help thinking that this pict- 


ure is overdrawn. It is too black. Cer- 
tainly the people of Georgia and other 
southern states are not familiar with such 
conditions of lawlessness—we ~ might 
almost say of anarchy. 

The Charleston editor allowed a pessi- 
mistic mood to get the best of him. 
Surely, if he will only look for it, thaw 
must be a brighter side. If he has 
lapsed into careless exaggeration he has 
done his people a great injury, and if 
he has made no mistake, then the ont- 
look for the Palmetto State will be dark 
and gloomy for many a year to come.

There is 
no editorial or local news matter such as ap- 
pears in papers of today. The first three col- 
umns on the second, or what is now gener- 
ally called the editoria] page of newspapers 
of four pages, contains an e@riginal poem and 
a part of a serial story written for the paper, 
entitled, ‘‘A Tale of the Kighteenth Century.” 
The other three columns has the latest ‘‘Im- 
portant News,’’ which had reached Augusta 
from New York in the most incredible short 
space of twelve days, and from Spain via Lon- 
don in a little over two months. This is all 
about battles then being fought between the 
Spanish and French on Spanish territory. 
The reading matter on the first two columns 
of the third page is devoted to a Spanish let- 
ter, which intimates that the war above al- 
luded to would soon be over, an event which 
the Augusta publisher seemed to think 
would be a source of gratification to his read- 
ers, and two or three other items of minor 
importance.

NEW YORK, June 1?—Early advices from Liverpool 
this morning reported an advance of from 1@2-64d in 
futures. This was thought a rather disappointing re- 
sponse to the improvement yesterday in our own mar- 
ket, but the influences at work itn Liverpool at present 
differ so widely in character from these which domi- 
nate the situation here that it is hardly to be expected 
that the two markets should show much sympathy. In 
Liverpool legitimate causes affect the situation and 
demand and supply are left to work out their natu 
relations. Here for the time being the anti-option bit 
and its possibilities cuntrol the situation. In the hope 
that this bill had been finally killed by its reference to 
the judiciary committee of the senate yesterday the 
market at the opening responded to the presence of 
some large buying orders which had been sent hither 
under the belief that the validity of the contracts was 
no longer threatened by congressional action, but later 
dispatches from Washington seemed to be less reas- 
suring and the market promptly declined, August by 1 
o’clock having sold as low.as 7.44. Such crop news as 
reaches us from the south, indicates a rapid improve- 
ment in condition. In Liverpool today spot sales were 
7,000 bales. In Manchester yarns are reported quiet 
and steady, while cloths are said to be in fair demand

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 
CHICAGO, June 17.—A break of 2 cents in 
corn, following close upon talk that the 
cereal would go up to 50 cents per bushel, 
was the feature today on ’change. Pork slid 
down 30 cents and wheat gradually yielded 
le from top prices, closing easy 5-8c lower 
than last night. A bull hurrah opened the 
corn market,. bat those who were shouting 
loudest were not buying. For a time shorts 
were scared by the reports in circulation of 
a discovery of an unusually large short in- 
terest in July, and the first trades were at 
3-4 to 7-8c advance. Receipts running short 
and the quality being unimproved also had a 
bullish influence. Offers soon increased and 
the advance did not hold long, the market 
working back upon continued liquidation by 
longs, a reaction of 1 3-4 to 2 1-4c taking 
place, larger estimated receipts for tomor- 
row assisting the decline. The market ral- 
lied a fraction, changed some and closed with 
July 7-8 to lec lower and September 3-4 to 
7T-8c lower. There was considerable selling of 
July and buying of September at 1-2c differ- 
ence, undoing the straddles made when 

these months were but 1-2c apart. 

In wheat only a light business was trans- 
acted, the trading being mostly local. The 
opening was about 1-8 to 1-4c higher than 
yesterday, but weakened and prices declined 
o-Sc, again rallied, advancing 1-2c, declined 
1-8, and the closing was 5-8 to 3-4c lower 
than yesterday. 

Oats followed corn pretty closely. Opening 
1-4 to 3-Sc higher, the market weakened 5-8 
to 7-Sc and sustained a partial recovery. 
There was a fair trade with considerable 
realizing by the longs. 

In provisions, as in the other articles, the 
feature was the realizing sales of those whose 
purchases during the preceding three days 
showed good profits. The opening was strong, 
but as soon as the weakness developed in corn 
the hog product men began to let jgo. The 
highest prices were at the start and the low- 
est, or very close thereto, were at the close.

CHICAGO, June 17.—Nearly all the interost 
of the board was centered in corn and provis- 
jons this morning. Newspapers were full 
of all sorts of bull news and wild reports of 
manipulated large receipts and everything 
that would naturally scare the trade. Some 
of the pyramid builders were also on hand 
to add a little more to their prospective prof- 
its. The close indicates that ‘‘prospective’’ 
is a good word to tse regarding the profits. 
We think the large holders who made a hand- 
some turn have about sold out, being quite 
liberal sellers yesterday and today some of 
them selling at the close. Indications are 
that the receipts will be large for the next 
few days and 45c per bushel is quite prob- 
able figures for the near future. The receipts 
of oats were larger and an extraordinarily 
good demand until nearly all car lots were 
sold out. With the late decline in corn fu- 
tures became weak in sympathy. Wheat re- 
mained very steady the greater portion of 
the session, most of the time looking strong. 
Reports from England and Germany were 
unfavorable for growing crops and those mar- 
kets with the exception of the English county 
markets were all reported higher. Crop re- 
ports from France are now favorable and the 
market was lower in co uence. Wheat 
looks and acts weak but the price is low and 
the condition of the world’s crop critical. 
There was some heavy realizing by packers 
and other large holders in ovens, causing 
a sharp decline in pork. Ribs were compara- 
tively strong although they suffered some 
decline from - yesterday's es. 
heavy.

This 
Athletic Association, by contributions from 
its 150 members, has purchased an outfit 
with which students cannot only develop their 
physical -health and endurance, but which 
affords opportunity to spend leistre time not 
in vice but in efforts in training the body, 
landable in themselves and restful to the 
mind. The military training, which, under 
Colonel Snelling, has reached an admirable 
standard, promotes the discipline of the in- 
stitution as it must the health and address of 
the students. Whatever may be the causes, 
the moral tone of the university is beyond 
question in most excellent condition. 
_ The Library. 

The library we find elegantly appointed, 
well arranged and kept in the best order 
under the efficlent care of Miss Frierson, the 
librarian. It contains 20,000 volumes, 3800 
volumes having been added during the current 
year by purchase. It receives ten daily news- 
papers and ‘thirteen literary. and _  sctentific 
magazines. It has issued. to students 1,541 
volumes during the year, two-thirds of which 
were historical, scientific and miscellaneous, 
while only one-third thé works of fiction, a 
fact which shows the solid character of the 
reading done. Nine-tenths of the students 
have obtained literary books, while the daily 
attendance at the library halls ranges from 
twenty to seventy-five students. 

Summer Schools. 


Beginning the 15th of July schools in modern 
languages and mathematics will be opened by 
members of the faculty. The cost of board 
and fees will be moderate, and it is hoped 
that many teachers during their vacation will 
avail themselves of this opportunity of adding 
to their attainments and as a consequence to 
their salaries. 

Nermal School of the Rock College. 

We visited the Rock college, an excellent 
and commodious structure, situated on the 
electric car line within ten minutes’ ride from 
the campus. It is here that Commissioner 
Bradwell has organized a normal school te 
be open from the 11th of July tothe 14th of 
September of this year. A faculty of Georgia's 
best teachers has been ie nag arrangements 
for teachers to live pleasantly in Rock college 
at a cost of $2.50 per week, to board in the 
city at $3 to $3.50 per week have been made, 
and everything provided for the success of 
this highly important work of instructing our 
teachers in the most approved methods. To 
this work the faculty in the university has 
generously offered lectures and other assis- 
tance. Your board heartily endorses this 
normal work and sincerely trusts it will prove 
a& great success. 


Condition of Buildings. 


We inspected all the ‘buildings owned by 
the university except the residences of the 
srofessors, which were reported to us as be- 
ng in good condition. The Moore building, a 
handsome and comparatively new four-story 
stone structure, contains the departments of 
chemistry, physics and civil engineering, and 
has a wealth of apparatus, physical, chemi- 
cal, engineering and electrical, all in beautiful 
order, well kept and adequate to the demands 
of a specialist. All other buildings we found 
to be in as good repair and preservation as 
their age would justify us to expect, except 
the literary society halls, which demand im- 
mediate attention.

Attention is called to the fact that the uni- 
versity did not receive last year a dollar from 
legislative gift. She has been made to live on 
her own production funds, which she in- 
vested in state bonds, the only appropriation 
made for the university being to pay the ac- 
crued interest on her debt, while our smaller 
sister state, South Carolina, appropriates an- 
nually $53,000. We repeat with emphasis: 
The state does not give one dollar to the uni- 
versity. 


The Recommendations., 

We beg to make the following recommenda- 
tions and to urge their adoption by the proper 
authorities. We are unanimous in the opinion 
that these changes are needed, but we submit 
them without argument: 

1. That entrance into the medical college 
and law department be conditional on the 
candidates passing satisfactorily an examina- 
tion which would admit nim to the sophomore 
class at the university. 

2. That a department of electrical engfneer- 
ing with professor and all needed appliances 
be established at the university. 

3. That new class room furniture be put in 

place of the uncomfortable and dilapidated 
desks now in certain rooms. 
. That the literary ocieties be taken in 
hand by the faculty, that the society exer- 
cises take place of the Saturday morning reci- 
tations as now had, and that not more than 
eighteen recitations a week be required of 
any student. 

5. That all students of the university be 
required to wear the uniform at all times 
when in attendance. 

6. That women seeking higher education be 
admitted as students to the lectures and 
courses of study in the university. 

7. That three residences be constructed on 
the university grounds to be rented by pro- 
fessors whose constant supervision of the 
students can thus be secured. 

To conclude, the university, the alma mater 
of so many of Georgia’s distinguished men, is 
in sound condition and doing better service 
than ever before in her history. We- com- 
mend her to the care of Georgians. We ex- 

ress our appreciation for courtesies ex- 
ended to us by the faculty during our visit.

BEFORE JUDGE SPEER. 


The Receivership Movement Reported in 
His Court. 

Macon, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—The 
case assigned for trial in the United States 
court this morning was the equity cause 
of the Central Raliroad and Banking Com- 
pany of Georgia against the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, application for injunction 
and receiver. 

Interest in it was intensified by The Con- 
stitution’s publication of how the Rich- 
mond and Danville leaders proposed to evade 
Judge Speer. 

The counsel for the C:fitral—Messrs. 
Pratt Adams, of Denmarx, Adams & 
Adams, of Savannah; H. C. Cunningham, of 
Lawton & Cunningham, of Savannah; Ma- 
rion Erwin, of Macon; Dan W. Rountree, 
of Atlanta, and A. O. Bacon, of Macon— 
were all in court. 

The Receivershitp Announced. 

For the defendant road appeared Captain 
Harry Jackson, of Barrow & Jackson, of 
Atlanta, who announced that counsel for 
the defendants in this case were Joseph 
R. Lamar, of Augusta, and Barrow & 
Jackson. 

Immediately after the calling of the casp 
and the announcement of ready by the com- 
plainants, Captain Harry Jackson read a 
motion to dismiss the bill filed in Augusta 
for want of jurisdiction, and also for want 
of proper service. . 

This motion, which was brief, set forth 
that the defendant was not a resident of 
this district and that it was impossible for 
the defendants to have been resident in the 
district at the time the papers were 
served. 

Every one expected this motion. It was 
consequent on the somewhat~ unexpected 
step taken by the Richmond and Danville 
security holders on Wednesday last, when 
they asked for and got receivers for the 
Richmond and Danville in the United 
States court in Richmond, Va. 

Evidently things were decidedly mixed, 
for when the motion to dismiss was read the 
court took a ten-minutes’ recess ih order to 
allow the counsel for the Central to confer 
together. 

Then it leaked out that some of the coun- 
sel, namely, Messrs. Dan Rountree and 
Hon. A. O. Bacon, counsel for complainants 
in the original bill for a receiver for the 
Central, were trying to get out at the same 
door as the Richmond and Danville and 
wanted the Augusta bill dismissed. But 
they wahted to come out of the door in an- 
other way and leave the brunt of the fight 
on the shoulders of Messrs. Jackson and 
Lamar, who were evidently loaded to the 
muzzle. 


The Case Must Proceed. 
After recess the court suggested quietly

The court suggested that that petition 
could be heard and -determined after the 
present hearing. Mr. Adams said that 
direction of the matter would be agreeable 
to thei. 

Mr. Bacon, replying, said that without 
now arguing the questions he wished to 
suggest certain considerations why it might 
be important for the court to hear’ the 
grounds of this petition before deciding the 

uestion now raised by the application for 
the appointment of a _ receiver. he ob- 
jection of the complainants in the Clarke 
bill went to the fundamental denial of the 
power of the Central Railroad Com- 
pany to conduct an inde- 
dent litigation, especially when that litiga- 
tion is based on a repetition of the issues 
raised. in the original bill. The Central is 
in the hands of a receiver—it is itself in 
vinculus, and the court cannot give it the 
power to conduct such a litigation. The 
question of account between the Central 
and the Danville is in the original bill, and 
this court cannot be ousted of the jurisdic- 
tion of such account by a bill filed by the 
Central in another court. Mr. Bacon added 
that he had no objection to the Danville 
being in the hands of a receiver, but in 
this proceeding the right to the appoint- 
ment of a receiver is based on the right to 
the accounting, and the question of such 
accounting property belongs under the 
original Clarke bill. 

The court said he would hear the peti- 
tion before disposing of the pending mat- 
ter and directed counsel for the Central 
railroad to proceed to the reading of affi- 
davits in support of its position. 

Reading the Affidavits. 


Among these affidavits was one from Mr. 
T. M. Cunningham, cashier of the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company. This 
shows that there is on the books of the 
Central a debit balance against the Rich- 
moms and Danville railroad of $2,459,- 
670.27. 

The exhibit attached shows that the 
amounts came due under the lease and the 
separate exjibits, numbering seven, show 
the different claims that go to make the 
total amount claimed by the Central and 
includes a depreciation of 6 per cent on $65,- 
000,000, the value of the rolling stock of 
the Central taken in hand by the Danville. 
Affidavits from different officials in support 
of these, were also filed, as were the dif- 
ferent affidavits of lawyers in Augusta and 
Savannah, showing the service of garnish- 
ments and attachments on property of the 
Danville showing insolvency. 

Captain Harry Jackson stated that all 
the garnishments and attachments had 
been dissolved by the giving of bond. 

The reading of the enormous amount 
of documentary evidence, which included 
a quantity of the evidence filed in the orig- 
inal bill of Mrs. Rowena Clarke against 
the Central railroad, occupied a_ great 
part of the morning. 

Mr. Marion Erwin, in behalf of the Cen- 
tral railroad, then filed an amendment to 
the bill. This amendment, in substance, 
sets out that while operating the railroad 
in Iebrnary, 1892, the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company employed a nuin- 
ber of laborers, and that for that month 
the Richmond and Danville was due those 
laborers the sum of $192,922.50, and for 
four days in the month of March §$39,- 
684.74, for which amounts unpaid the la- 
borers hdd a lien upon rolling stock and 
car equipment belonging to the Richmond 
and Danville railroad. This money was 
paid by the Central railroad. It is, there- 
fore, set out that the receivers of the Cen- 
tral railroad have received the lien of the 
laborers. . 

ihe Central’s Application for a Receiver. 


The Central railroad, therefore, asks 
that the court appoint a receiver, or re- 
céivers, as sequestrators to take charge of 
the rolling stock and equipment of the 
Richmond and Danville, so as to realize 
the amount of the lien. ; 

The amendment further charges that 
under the terms of the occupancy of the 
lines of the railroad by the Richmond and 
Danville they stood in relationship of ten- 
ant to the Central as landlord, and that 
the Central has a landlord’s lien. 

On ccount of the peculiar nature of the 
Richmond and Danville company’s prop- 
erties it is impracticable to levy a distress 
warrant, and the only way in which the 
lien for rent can’ be made effective is 
through a court of equity and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, which is equivalent to 
the levy of a distress warrant. 

Judge Lamar opposed the amendment, 
and was followed by Mr. Marion Erwin, 
who spoke in its support. 

The court, however, decided to allow the 
filing of the amendment. : 

‘After the introduction of further docu- 
mentary evidence, including .a showing 
that the Richmond and Danville system 
is mortgaged in the sum of about ninety 
thousand dollars per mile, the plaintiff 
closed. 

Captain Jackson's Reply. 


Opening for the defendants, Captain 
Jackson offered the order of Judge New- 
man, in Atlanta, endorsing the appoint- 
ment of a receiver by Judge Bond in Rich- 
mond on the previous day. ‘ 

Judge Speer called for the bill on which 
the receiver was appointed, and on which 
Judge Newman’s order was issued. The 
original bill, which was in the possession 
of Captain Jackson, was then read by Mr. 
J. R. Lamar. It is an interesting but ex- 
tremely lengthy document, too long for 

ublication, but a number of copies will be 
in circulation tomorrow, as the bill is now 
in the printers’ hands. 

Mr. Lamar concluiled the reading of 
the bill at 1:45 o’clock, and with it con- 
cluded the evidence. 

Captain Jackson then announced closed, 
and the court adjourned to tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock.

WHEN GREEK ## MET — GREEK 


The Usual Thing Happened—A Deaf Mute 
Got Himself Into Trouble—A Day 
with Judge Westmoreland. 


It is doubtful if Judge Westmoreland, 
since putting on the ermine of: Atlanta’s 
criminal court, has tried two just such 
cases as came up before him for a hearing 
yesterday. 

They. were decidedly out of the usual 
run of cases, and each possessed a peculiar 
feature that made it in the highest degree 
unique and interesting. It was necessary 
in both cases to have interpreters, and it 
was not an easy matter to find the parties 
who could fill the bill to the satisfaction 
of the court. 

The defendant in the first case was a na- 
tive of fair Attica and spoke in the lan- 
guage of the great Homer. 

The other defendant was a deaf mute 
of ebony hue, and spoke in no language at 
all. 

The Case of the Deaf Mute. 


Tom Safford, a deaf mute, was tried for 
the offense of assault and battery. After 
the oral testimony had been delivered in 
the case, the defendant was put upon the 
stand for the purpose of making his state- 
ment to the jury. 

The enlightened arbitrators,. however, 
who sat in judgment upon the case, were 
not familiar with the alphabet of signs, 
and it was necessary to introduce a media- 
tor for the purpose of translating the state- 
ment into oral language. - 

A little fellow by the name of Albert 
Beiser, who was discovered in the court- 
room, was able to interpret the meaning of 
the signs and he made the difficult trans- 
lation to the satisfaction of the court and 
jury. 

he story developed from the witness 
stand revealed that the mute, in spite of 
his affliction, was a very bad character. 
He was twenty-one years of age and was 
reared in the family of Mrs. Beiser, about 
four miles from Atlanta in the direction of 
Decatur. It was shown in the evidence 
that he had previously been guilty of sev- 
eral misdemeanors. 

The misdemeanor for which the mute was 
tried yesterday occurred about six weeks 
ago. Sallie 
ed by Mrs. Beiser, was occupied one after- 
noon in splitting a piece of wood, when the 
mute came up and, without ceremony, be- 
gan to pick up the splinters. She ran after 
him and with a violent jerk soon dispos- 
sessed him of the load. Recovering from 
the effect of her unexpected sally he sprang 
upon her and commenced to beat her with 
the rail she had previously been splitting. 
It was a fierce and brutal assault and the 
jury, after retiring for a few moments, 
returned a verdict of guilty of assault and 
battery. The mute was carried off to jail, 
and will atone for his misconduct by a 
long term upon the public roads. 

The Case of the Fighting Greek. 


The other case of the state against John 
Brown was equally interesting. 

Though the name is decidedly an Amer- 
ican patronymic it is borne by an undisput- 
ed Grecian, and the skirmish in which he 
figured was a tussle in whico “Greek met 
Greek,” 

Though a countryman of Flato and a 
descendant of the race that worshiped the 
gods on Mount Olympus, he has been en- 
gaged since coming to America in the oec- 
cupation of a fruit yender, and has sold his 
peanuts and “banans’ from a stand on 
Whitehall street. 

Two or three weeks ago John and his 
brother Charley, assaulted a Greek by the 
name of John Moora, another dealer in 
tropical wares. 

It is claimed by Browa that the difficulty 
commenced beyond the Mediterranean, and 
that the cause of the scuitle was a vulgar 
letter received by him from Greece and 
bearing the signature of John Moora. 

Moora, however, disputes the testimony of 
Brown, and says that the cause of the 
trouble was a suit that he instituted against 
Brown to recover the amount of a debt. 
Judgment against Brown in the suit re- 
ferred to was awarded by the court, and 
Brown became thereafter the mortal enemy 
of Moora, swearing that he would flay him 
if he ever crossed his stand. 

The interpreter in the case was a Greek 
by the name of Andrew Polevada, and he 
translated the evidence for the jury in good 
English. 


STILL ANOTHER PLAN. 


Mr. Olcott Submits One for the Marietta and 
North Georgia. 


New York, June 17.—(Special.)—There is an- 
other plan to reorganize the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad other than that pro- 
posed by the Post-Stanton-Eager committee. 
This second plan has Fred P. Olcott, president 
of the Central Trust Company; Gustave E. 
Kissell, of Kessler & Co.; H. H. Boody, of 
Boody, McClellan & Co., and Clarence Cary, 
as the committee, and its provisions are much 
less onerous on the present consolidated 6 per 
cent bondholders than the terms of the Post- 
Stanton-Eager plan. The Olcott plan proposes 
to issue only about half as many bonds ahead 
of the present consolidated ts, as the other 
plan contemplates. The personnel of this com- 
mittee, too, is all that could be desired to in- 
sure wise, honest and capable conduct of the 
matter in hand. Mr. ‘H. H. Boody, of this 
committee, says that there has been a report 
circulated to the effect that the Post-Stanton- 
Eager committee has already a_ sufficient 
amount of the present outstanding bonds com- 
mitted to the plan to insure its adoption and 
success. He says such report is absolutely 
untrue, and that his own committee is very 
much nearer in that position than its rivals. 
He says that his committee will have $1,450,- 
000 bonds committed to it by English holders; 
$410,000 through customers of Kessler & Co.., 
and at least $150,000 through customers of 
Boody, McClellan & Co. This claim does not 
include a single bond from southern holders, 
and he has every reason to believe that they 
will get a round amount from that section. 
He foots up over two millions that he can con- 
fidently count on accepting the plan of his 
committee, and as this is more than a maior- 
ity, he and his associate committeemen fee] 
every confidence of the acceptance and sug- 
cessful carrying out of their plan. -
